THE TWO-CENT FARE BILL, 
The Two-Cent Fare bill is in some 


sources vaguely suspected of being a 
railroad bill, but the earnest opposi- 
tion developed to It by the railroads 
c»n hardly be wholly deceptive. 


The railway attorneys tell the legis- 


lators i hat the bill is unconstitutional, 
but tlu y have thus far failed to point 
out ju;.t where it conflicts with the 
fundamental law. 
Thoy have, how- 


ever, fclven many other reasons why 
in their opinion it ought not to pass. 
If the bill is unconstitutional, these 
laboriously presented arguments have 
been a sad waste of energy. 


Counsel for the railway companies 


have, however, promised to give tholr 
reason * for the statement that the 
bill is unconstitutional. The informa- 
tion will be awaited with interest not 
unmlxi'd -with suspicion; for, if the 
measure in its present form may be 
knocked out In the courts, it Is not 
reasonable to suppose that its oppo- 
nents 'vill point the way to. its possible 
amendment to meet such defects. Good 
lawyers do not give their cases away 
like that. 


The Pennsylvania legislators may 


be exoused for doubting the uncon- 
fftHutiunallty 
of the .Dunsmore bill. 


It is. modeled after) the Ohio bill, 
which sesrus to havo been quite effect- 
ive. 
The Constitutions of the two 


States are certainly not so radically 
different that such, a radical 
law 


wouid conflict with one and not with 
the other. 


So far as we know, however, the 


question has never be^sn passed upon, 
at lea jt not directly, by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, but it may 
find its way there. As a general prop- 
osltloi , it must be regarded as fairly 
doubt! ul whether the State after hav- 
ing chartered a public service corpora- 
tion vlthout stipulating Its maximum 
charges for service may subsequently 
step in and impose such a condition. 
It would seom reasonably that such a 
condiiion should have been precedent 
to the investment ot capital and the 


PAY OF SUPERVISORS. 


The decision oC the Fnyotte courts, 


that Road Supervisors are entitled to 
compensation and that the rate fixed 
by tho Act of 1SG9 Is still In force 
since no mention is made of compen- 
sation in, the later enaclmenf. is found- 
ed in common sense. The court truly 
says that the position Is an onorous 
one and that those chosen to fill tt 
are entitled to proper pay for the act- 
ual work they do. 


If the Act of 1905 contemplated that 


the Road Supervisors should 
«orve 


without pay It would have said in 
plain words that such officers should 
so serve. 
This Is customary. 
Tho. 


law provides specifically that Town 
Councilman 
and 
School 
Directors 


shall serve without compensation. 


It Is true, the Connellsvillo Coun- 


cilman have never done so, bur. they 
have for the most part always been 
a law unto themselves. The Fayetto 
county decision will stand. 
In the 


meantime, tho Act oC 1905 will bo 
amended to provide compensation for 
Supervisors; 
and that compensation 


should, and probably will, bo more 
than $2.00 per day.
